Dublin Castle, 5th June 1816. 



MY LORD, 

I Have had the honour of receiving your Lordship’s Letter of the 27th day 
of April, inclosing an Address from tlie House of Commons to His Royal 
Highness The Prince Regent, praying, That His Royal Highness will be graciously 
pleased to direct, that there be laid before the House, a Statement of the nature 
urn! extent of the Disturbances which have recently prevailed in Ireland, and of 
the measures which have been adopted by the Government of that Country, in 
consequence thereof; and I proceed to obey the Commands which your Lordship 
has signified to me in that Letter, that I should enable His Royal Highness to 
comply with the Address of the House of Commons. 

'n-ioiiMi I have, as your Lordship is well aware, apprized you from time to 
time of 'such events connected with the internal Peace of Ireland, as have been 
most worthy of notice, and of the measures which I have adopted, witii a view 
to restore and maintain the Public l^cace, it may be satisfactory that I should 
(instead of referring your Lordship to the details of my separate Letters) 
embody the substance of them in this general Dispatch. 

It is not, I presume, wished that I should extend the Statement which is 
required from me beyond the period at which I assumed the Administration of 
the Adairs of this Country ; and I shall therefore only shortly and generally refer 
10 events which occurred during the Government of my Predecessor, or to the 
measures to which he had recourse. 



Tiic Insurrection Act was passed by the Legislature in the year 1807 ; it was 
not enforced on any occasion during the three years tor which it was at that 
lime enacted, and the state of Ireland was considered to be such in the year isio, 
ns not to render necessary the continuance of this Act, and indeed to admit of 
its repeal, a very short period before that, to wdiicii its duration was limited by 
Law. 



In iheeavlv part, however, of January iSil, inconsequence of the numerous 
oiUraE'^s cmmnilted in the Cnmuies of Tipperary. Waterford, Kilkenny and 
Limerick by bodies of men who assembled in arms by night, adrainisteied unlawful 
oaths nre’sci ihed laws respecling the payment of rents and tithes, plundered several 
houses of arms, in various instances attempted, and in some committed murder ;

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it was considered expedient to issue a Wanaut for a Special Commission to be 
held in the counties before-mentioned, and in the Cities of Waterford, Kilkenny, 
and Limerick, for the trial of such of the offenders as had been apprehended. 
From the evidence adduced at the Special Commission, it appeared that many 
of the outrages to which I have referred were committed by two combination.s, 
very widely extended among the lower orders of the Roman Catholic population, 
which assumed the name of Caravats, and Shanamsts, respectively, and between 
which a violent animosity subsisted, the cause of which was not very satistactonly 
accounted for. As feuds of the same kind, not growing out ol religious dii- 
ferehces, occasionally exist (though seldom to the extent to which this appears to 
have prevailed,) I have inserted in the Appendix to tliis Dispatch, a portion of 
the evidence which was adduced on one of the trials, from which eome inform- 
ation may be collected, with respect to the origin and object of the combinations, 
by which the peace of the country was at that time disturbed. 



In the County of Tipperary nine persons were tried, two for murder, and 
seven for attempts to murder ; five were tried for robbery of arms, and twenty- 
two indicted and tried under the Acts which generally bear the name of the Riot 
and Whiteboy Acts, for assuming the name of Caravats and appearing in arms ; 
six were sentenced to death, twenty-seven to transportation, whipping and 
imprisonment, and three acquitted. 

Ill Waterford twelve persons were tried, seven for attempts to murder, one for 
stealing arms, and four for burglary and robbery; they were all found guilty, and 
sentenced to death . 

It was not thought necessary to proceed to Limerick in the execution of the 
Commission; and there were no trials of importance in Kilkenny. 

Notwithstanding, however, the number of convictions in the Counties of 
Tipperary and Waterford at the Special Commission, and the severe examples 
which were made, they do not appear even in those Counties to have produced 
any lasting effect, or to have materially checked the bad spirit which prevailed 



in them. 

In the early part of 1813, and during the whole of that year, many daring 
offences against the Public Peace were committed in these and in other counties, 
particularly Waterford, Westmeath, Roscommon and the King’s County, the 
nature of which sufficiently proved that illegal combinations, and the same 
systematic violence and disorder, against which the Special Commission of i8n 
had been directed, still existed. 

The offences against the Public Peace, committed in the counties which w-ere 
the seats of disturbance, partook of the same general character ; reports were 
constantly received of attacks on dwelling-houses for the purpose of procuring 
arms, and the frequency of these attacks, and the open and daring manner in 
which they were made, were sufficient proofs of the desire which generally pre- 
vailed amongst those concerned in the disturbances to collect large quantities of 
arms, and thus possess the means of prosecuting their ulterior objects with a 
better prospect of success. Several instances occurred, in which the liouses of 
respectable individuals were attacked, even in the open day, by large bodies of 
armed men, and others, in which the military, acting under tlic directions of 
Magistrates, met with considerable resistance. It is worthy of remark, that in 
the many successful attacks which were made upon houses, with the view of 
depriving the proprietors of their arms, it rarely occurred that any other species 
of property was molested by the assailants. 



The principal objects of hostility, or rather the principal sufferers on accoiint 
of their inadequate means of defence, were those persons who, on the expirulion 
of leases, had taken small farms at a higher rent than the late occupiers had 
offered ; and all those who were suspected of a disposition to give information to 
Magistrates against the disturbers of the Peace, or to bear testimony against 
them in a 'Court of Justice, in the event of their apprehension and trial. In 
some Counties, particularly in Westmeath and Roscommon, the most barbarous 
punishments were frequently inflicted upon the persons of those who had thus 
rendered themselves obnoxious, and upon the persons of their relatives*.

* It 18 well known, that one of the combinations existing in these and other neighbouring counties, 
derived the name of Carrfm from the nature of the torture with which the objects of its vengeance 
were visited, and which consisted in the laceration of their bodies with a wool card or some similar 
instrument. 
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Erom the general terror ^vhicli these proceedings occasioned, it became almost 
impossible to procure saList'actory evidence against tlie guilty. It frequently 
happened that the suflercrs fiom such atrocities as I have alluded to, when 
visited by a Magistrate, would depose only generally to the facts of their having 
been perpetrated, and not denying their knowledge of the oflenders, vvould yet 
steadily refuse to disclose their names or describe their persons, from the fear of 
future additional injury to themselves or their relatives. Even where the parlies 
offending were deposed against and apprehended, there was frequently the 
greatest difficulty in effecting their conviction, from the iutimidatip\\ of witnesses, 
and, in some cases, of jurors. 

I fear few instances can bo found of late, in the Counties which I have 
mentioned, in which it has been possible for witnesses, having given evidence in 
favour of the Crown on any trial connected with the disturbance of the Peace, 
to remain secure in their usual \>laces of abode. 

In the latter end of the year 1813, a meeting of the Magistracy of the County 
of Westmeath took ])lace, at which eighteen of that body attended. They 
addressed a Memorial to me respecting the state of that County, whieii bears 
dale the 29th Novemherj they represented, that frequent outrages ■were com- 
mitted ; that oaths of increased malignity had been administered ; that three 
])ersons luul been convicted on charges of administering and taking.au o^lh, one 
of the obligations of which was “ to assist the French and Buonapart6 and that 
the witness, upon whose evidence that conviction had taken placg, f^ad been 
recently murdered, under circumstances which were alone sufficient to prove 
the alarming state of that county. The Memorial concluded with an earnest 
prayer, that a proposition might be made to the Legislature for the reyiyd pf 
the Insurrection Act. 

From evidence adduced on the trial of six persons concerned in the murder 
alluded to in this Memorial (live of whom were capitally convicted) it was 
proved, that the murder was committed by a party of eighteen men selected 
from a la.r<rer body, wlio assembled in divisions of twelve each from three 
separate parishes, for the purpose of planning and perpetrating thjs muidei. 

I may also add, that nine persons were shortly afterwards convicted pn the 
same charges, with respect to the oath on which the conviclioqs mentioned 
in ihc Memorial gf the Magistrates took place. 



Similar meetings of the Magistrates of Waterford and of the King’s County 
took place about^ the same time, and 1 received from both representations of 
the disturbed state of their respective Counties, and earnest application for an 
increase to the military force stationed in them. In the Memorial which I 
received from the King’s County, which bore the signature of sixteen Magistrates, 
it was staled, “ that alarming disturbances existed in that County, and the 
adjacent parts of Westmeath; that almost every night houses were pandered 
of arms ■ that they considered stronger measures than those which could be 
resorted’ to under the existing Laws absolutely necessary, and that the re-,enac,t- 
inent and enforcement of the Insurrection Act would alone enable them to 
maintain tranquillity,” 



In the month of January i8u, I foceived from the Governors and twenty- 

eight of the Ma<dslrates of the County of Westmeath a second Memorial, urging 
the necessity of the immediate revival of the Insurrection Act. In this County 
three murders had been then recently committed within the short space of a 
mouth, two upon persons suspected of giving information against offenders. 

Your Lordship will recollect, that in the early part of Janyary 1814, 1 felt 
it incumbent upon me to call your attention to a representation made to your 
Lordship by his Grace the Duke of Richmond, in the month of August pre- 
ceclinc^, on the subject of the disturbed state ol a considerable portipn of fhe 
interior of this country, and expressed my deep regret, that notwithstanding the 
measures which had been adopted by the Government, in concert witii the 
Commander of the Forces, and the general vigilance and activity of the resident 
Maffistrates in those parts where the disturbances principally pi evaded, mo 
eSciua; piogJess had been made towards the restoration of tranqudhty ; that 
the same ^spirit of outrage and tendency to unlawful combination still existed in 
Iny Tai'^of the Counties of Westmeath, lioscommon ,nd the ad„ 
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districts; and that the reports, then recently received from the Counties ot 
Tipperary, Limerick, Kilkenny and the King’s County, hatl produced repeated 
instances of a daring and systematic violation of the Law. 

I stated, that the principal object of the misguided persons M-ho were con- 
cerned in the outrages which had been committed, appeared to bo the collection 
of arms, and the intimidation of all those who were likely to give information 
that might lead to their apprehension and conviction; that to such an extent 
had this system of intimidation been carried, that the most savage excesses liad 
been committed, without the possibility of apprehending those concerned in the 
perpetration of them, on account of the reluctance of the sufferers, from the 
fear of future injury, to give information against them. 

1 added, that I could not ascertain, that the various combinations which 
existed in different parts of the country, proposed to themselves any definite 
object of a political nature ; nor was' there any 'evidence at all conclusive, that 
they acted under the immediate guidance of leaders of weight, either in point of 
talents or property, and that although there had appeared symptoms of concert 
and co-operation in some parts, still I had no reason to believe, tlnit there was 
any general understanding between the combinations existing in the different 
counties. 

I stated, that it was impossible however, that such combinations, although they 
might not have any plan well digested and arranged, and were not in pursuit of 
any common object, could be considered otherwise than as highly dangerous; 
that they afforded a proof of a very general disposition among the lower orders 
in those districts in which they prevailed, to attempt by force and intimidation 
the redress of what they considered to be their local grievances ; they exci ted the 
utmost alarm among the peaceable and well-disposed for the safety of their 
persons and property, and if suffered to gain strength and consistency, they 
would become instruments which the designing and disaffected might readily 
employ in the furtherance of their political views, should some better oppor- 
tunity occur for the prosecution of them. 

I represented to your Lordship, that the state of tiie existing Laws whith 
regarded the preservation of the Public Peace, and the expediency of extemling 
the powers of the Government and of the Magistracy, were subjects to which, 
in all probability, it would be my duty to call the attention of your Lordship 
before the approaching meeting of Parliament, and that in the mean time 
I should depend upon a vigorous exertion of the powers with wliich I was then 
vested, and upon the co-operation of the niilitary force, for the means of coun- 
teracting the spirit of outrage which prevailed in many parts of the country, and 
of preventing its extension to others. 

Ill consequence of the continuance and increase of the disturbances referred 
to in the Letter which I have quoted above, it was determined to submit to 
Parliament the expediency of extending the powers of the Government and of 
the Magisti'acy ; and accordingly in the month of March, in the Session of 1814, 
a Bill was introduced, the oliject of which was to provide for the better 
execution of the Laws in Ireland, by enabling the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 
to proclaim any district to be in a state of disturbance, and to station in it an 
establishment of constables proportioned to the extent of the district, acting 
under the immediate superintendence of a Magistrate appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant. It was provided by the Bill, that the Salaries of the Magistrates 
and constables, and the general expenses attendant on the execution of the Act, 
should be defrayed by a presentment of the Grand Jury, to be levied on the 
district proclaimed to be in a state of disturbance : this Bill passed into a Law ; 
and, at a later period of the Session, the Act which had been previously passed 
in 1807, which generally bears the name of The Insurrection Act, was intro- 
duced, and, after being slightly modified, received the sanction of the 
Legislature. 

The first instance in which I had occasion to apply the powers thus com- 
mitted to me by the first of the Acts above referred to, occurred in the County 
of Tipperary. Early in the month of July 1814, I had received a Memorial 
from a meeting of Magistrates and Gentlemen, held in pursuance of a public 
notice, requesting, in consequence of the recent murder of Mr. Long, a 

Magistrate 
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of liio County, and otlicr alurming outrages, that the district of 
Ardmot k‘, in ihc Darony of i\li(ii.l!ctljiril, in winch tiic imirdcr was committed, 
might he iii't)cknmcd. As the Acts uhovc-incntioncd had not then received the 
Uuyal Assent, I directed that the Alagislratcs should bo infonnctl, that there 
•was no La\\- then in force by which dial district could be procliutiicd ; but tliat 
I relied upon their exertions to bring the olleudeis to jiunislmieni, and was 
ready to co-opcralc in their endeavours with the full assistance of the civil and 
iiiililary [lowcrs. 

In the month of September the llesolutions of a General Meeting of Ma- 
gistrates of ibc County of d’lppcrary, convened at Cashel, for the purpose of 
taking the slate of llio eouiitry into consideration, were transmitted to me, 
praying, that in conscipiencc of llie muncrous murders ami other outrages 
coininitled in the liarony of I'.Iiddlcthird, it might be proclaimed under the 
provisions of the Act ,'54 Geo. 111. c. 131, which enables the Lord Lieutenant 
to as.sigii an extraordinary Jkilice Establisiuncnt to a disturbed district. 

As I felt strongly tlic nccessilv of establishing a regular Police in a County, in 
•wbicli the oi’dimiry civil power was proved to be entirely inadequate to the 
repri.ssion of the disorilcrs which had long iirtwailcd in it, the Rarony ot 
Middlci.hird was ]iroclaimed in Council, on tlie Gih of Scjitcinber, to be in a 
slate of disturbance, and a Magistrate who had long been coiifulentially employed 
liv the Cioveimnent, was appointed the Su[>eriii lending Magistrate, with an 
establishment of thirty Constables. 

In two other districts of the County of Tipperary* similar Police Eslablish- 
ments have been subsequently placed, on the application of llie Magistrates of 
the County. V our Lordship is aware, lliat the olVicers attached to these estublish- 
mcius ))o.ssess 110 powers whatever in enforcing the cxeciuion of the Laws beyond 
tlie oi-dinary powers of Magistrates and constables nominated in the usual man- 
ner, and I have already observed, that die expense incurred by their appoint- 
ment is borne by the district in which they act. 

I shall now jirocecd to mention the several instances in which applicalions 
have been made by the Magistrates for the enforcement of the Insurrection Act, 
and the measures which have been in consequence adopted. 

In the monlli of November 181-I, I received a l\lemorial from the Governors 
and fourteen Magistrates of the County ot cslmcath, stating, that the leceiU 
outrages committed in that County proved a continuance of the same lawless 
consph-acy whicli had existed for some lime past, and which_ rendered die 
lives and properties of every person in the disturbed district insecure ; and 
jiraying for the cnforccmeiU of the Insurrection Act in certain districts of that 
County. 

With this ^kfemorial I did not comply, still indulging a hope, that the con- 
tinued c.xertions of the Magistracy, aided by a considerable military force which 
had been detached into this County, would preclude the necessity ol icsoitiiig to 
anv extraordinary exercise ot authority. 

On the ■’•jd of ]\Iarch i8t a meeting of twcntv-ciglu ^lagistrates of the same 
Comuy took place, summoned by ihc Clerk of the Peace, in the mode pointed 
out by the Insurrection Act, and a Memorial was addressed_ to the I.ords 
Justices who administered the Government during my absence lor a lew weeks 
in Fnnland The ?.Iagislratcs observed, that the ordinary powers enti'usted to 
them were 'totally inadequate to ensure that security which every subject has 
a ri'Tbt to derive from the Laws of his country ; ihaL llie pumshmciit ot cruniiials 
led only to the inurder or banishinent of those who had given intoniyatioii agamst 
them, and that protection was only to he tound in the .vicinity ot the militaiy 
posts; they concluded by calling upon the Loi-ds Justices to eiitorce the Insur- 
rection A6i in several baronies ■(' ul the County of Westmeath.

In the same moiuli an application to the same rfiect Avas roctived from a 
nicclim^oftlurly l^Iadstmtc's of the County of Limerick, contained inn Memorial 
representing the conlinuancc of disturbance in certain districts of that County 
which were specified. Ae.d from MagistraUis of the County 

of Meatli, who nr^fccl tlie, necessity of enforcing the Insurrection Act in certain 
baronics'j; of that’ County, in which disturbance was ullcdged to prevail. The 
Lords Justices did not cnfcrcc the Insurrection Act, in any instance, in conse- 
quence of these iUe mo rials ; luiL required the jA'Iagistratcs by whom they had 
been preferred, to send depositions on oath of the several outrages which had 
liccn committed iu theirrcspcclivc Counties. Depositions on oath were neenrd- 
indv traiisiuictcd, in consequence of tlii.s requisition, hy the scvcrnl gentlemen 
who" luid presided at the iiiectings of the Aiagislralcs. 



Immediately on my return to Ireland, I took into consicleralitni the several 
applications wdiidi I havo before mentioned, and ihuugii 1 found in ihemi strong 
proofs of the spirit of disturbance and lawless combination, which the .Magi- 
strates had complained of; yet being naturally rdnetant to liaye_ recourse to 
mcasurc-s of extreme rigour, till all hopes of producing tranquillity hy other 
means should have failed, I conveyed to the AJagistrates my inlciiiioii still to 
postpone the eirrorccmcnt ofthe Insurrection Act. 



The first instance in which I deemed it expedient to call into operation the 
provisions of this Law, occurred in the County of Tipperary. A meeting of the 
Magistrates of this County took place on the 22 d of Sepiomber iSiJ, for the 
])urpo5c' of taking the stale of it into consideration ; and I received from that 
meeting, at -whidi forty Magistrates attended, an unanimous uppliculion, iliat 
six baronies of die county might be proclaimed under the Insurrection Act. 
Tills ap[)iication was accompanied by lil'ty-eight dcpo>iiions on oath, respecting 
various outrages commiuetl, for the most part, with the view of lu'ucuring 
arms. 



I did not hesitate to give immediate effect to tins application. 

The provisions of the Act, wliich enabled me to appoint an extraordinary 
establishment of Police, had been in opci'uiion in one ilisti'ict of the County^ 
upwards of a year, and in a second j[ about four months, d'he exertions of that 
Police had been unrciniuing, and many daring ofi'enders luul been apprdiemled. 
Among the resident Alagislrates great unanimity and cordiality iiad fin* sonic 
time past prevailed, and to many of tliem the utmost credi.t is due ibr tlie zeal 
and activity with which they discbargctl their dutie?. Tlie combined olforts, 
liowever, of the Magistracy and of the Police, aidetl by a very coiiMidcrahle 
military force, were insuiiicicnt to contend with lliat lawless .spirit mul audacity 
in the commission of crime, which idaced in continual hazard the lives and 
properties ofthe peaceable and well-disposed inliabiiants. 

No less than four attacks luul been made witliin a short period, by considerable 
bodies of armed men, upon (he coachc.? conveying tlie: iimils tlirougli this County, 
although tiiey were accom[)anicd by a mililaiy escort ; on tlicse occasions some 
of ti.e dragoons were killed, and other j)crsons wounded. 

In the Barony of Kilneinanagh, a house had been liired as a temporary 
barrack for the accommodation of a mililary party, which, witli the house 
adjoining it, was entirely destroyed in the month of September by a very large 
bodyo! men in arms, .provided with various inslruinenls of attack. A written 
notice was left, stating that it was resolved to destroy iu the same muuner any 
house taken by the Government fur a similar purpose.

,li Tlie Baronies of Kilneinanagh and Kliogarty,

UiUy convicUul at llin Special Commission, subsequcnily hclil in this county in 
tlic uioiiih of January iSiti. 



The ■weekly rci'.orts made lo CJovermnent by the l\[agistraLcs superintending 
the Police KsLablislmients, mentioned repeated instances wherein the houses of 
respectable inhuhitauts had been attacked (in some eases in the day time,) and 
the occupiers compeUed 10 deliver up their arms. Several murders had been 
committed, particularly upon jicrsons employed in the collection or valuation 
of tithes. One person tlius occupied, though accompanied by eight armed 
men for his protection, was killed in the day time, and his party disarmed, 
within a short distance of the city of Cashel. 



In the early part of the month of September, in consequence of the repealed 
acts of outrage which were comniillcd in the Counties ofTipperary ami Limerick, 
and tlic violent ami o])Cn niaiuicr in which the Law was set at defiance, 1 
directed a largo additional military force, under the command of Lieutenant 
General ]\Ieyrick, to march into these Counties, with the view of aiding the 
civil ])o\vcr, am! giving tliat conlidcncc to the rospectahle and well-disposed 
inliubitanls, which might imtncc them lo remain in ihe coimtry, and co-operate 
with the Guvcrnmcul'in altcmpling to maintain tmuquillily. 

On receiving, on the 25th of September, the Memorial wliich I have above 
alluded to, iiroceeding from an unanimous ineeting of I'oriy Magislyates, I lost 
not a inouiont in isstiing a Procluumlion, w ilh tlic advice ol the Privy Council, 
declaring six* of the baronies of the Cuimiy of Tii)perary to be in a state of 
disturbance, and subjecting them to the [)ruvisions of the Insurrection Act. 

Anotlicrj' barony of the County was, in a few days aiterwards, included in 
this Proclamation, 'on tlie application of the ^lagistralcs. 

Ill the course of the month of October, another IMcmorial was presented lo 
me from thirteen >J.agislmlcs of the County of Tipperary, assembled at an 
extraordinary Session of the Peace, expressing their opinion, that lour addi- 
tional baronies not included in the Proclumalums, wei'e in a stale ot disturb- 
ance, and praying lluit they also might be prociuimed. 

Not liavini'' had snllieicnt reason lo think tl'.at the baronies last mentioned 
were in suclAi state of disturbance as lo call for the application of any extra- 
•ordinary measure, I directed tlic Clerk of the Peace to be called upon to iur- 
nish the sworn informations of oulrages committed, upon which the allegations 
of dislorhaiice rested. 



After a consideration of tlic documents with which I was furnished, I did not 
think tlie necessity for a compliance with the Memorial I iiavc last mcntionea sut- 
licicnily established. I entertained a conlidenl hope, tliat if the Act wns cflectual 
ill the baronies in whicii it had been rccenlly enforced, its influence would be felt 
ill those immediately adjoining them. 

\[ P’G latter end of September, T received from forly-scvcn Magistrates of the 
Gonntv of IJmcrick assemhlcduL a Special Sessions on the 2bth, a representation 
that the entire of tliat Couniy was in a slate of disturbance, occasioned by a very 
„oneral conl'etleracy among ihe lower orders and praying that he Coar.ly m.g t 
ho pi-oehiiincd under the Insurrcetion Act. A Memor.a was also rece vt 1 con- 
cluding with the same prayer, from tho Magistrates ot the County o( the City of 
Limerick. 

Having had snflicient evidence lliat the ordinary operation of the I'™ was 
inadeiiuate lo inainlain tram|uillily in tins County, and that it was in a state ot 
™ m lisorder. it was pn'daiined in Council nnder the provisions o he 
ins" reel m, Act on the 31 111 of Septe.n.lier ; ami ll.e County oUl.e City, with tl.et 
eiajitiin ofVuch parishes as are 'within tho City, was proclaimed on .no 3d ot 
October. To

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111 conscf[Liencc oi’ llic number oi prisoners in tlie ot llic Comity of 
Limerick, I deemed it espedietU to issue a warrant I'ura Special Conmiissiun, for 
Uie purpose of biingiug ibe oilenders to trial. 

In the early part of November it gave me great satisfaction to be enabled to 
•inform your Lordslii|), Unit since the Insinrection Act luul been in force in the 
Counties of Tipperary and Limerick, comparatively few crimes in violation of the 
Public Peace had been committed in these Counties, and that they bad enjoyed a 
stale of iranquillity to wliich they had been unaccustomed fur some lime past. 
Thai those provisions of the Insiirrcciion Act which give facilities to the iMagis- 
trauis to recover arms from persons v lio arc not emit led by Law to possess lliem, 
had operated very bendiciaJly ; and 1 felt it due to the Magistrates residing in 
the disturbed districts, to report to your LoiaLhip the great luianimiiy witli which 
they had acted, and the strong (.lisposilion they hud shown to give effect by 
their personal exertions to the measures of (Jovernment. At this period 1 
received Addresses I'rom each of the Grand .furies of tlie County and City of 
Limerick, asscmliled at the Special Commission liien about to lenninate, express- 
ing their salislaelion with the measures which luul been adopted lor the sn ppi'ession 
of disturbance, and conveying an assurance that they had been attended with 
success. 

Notwithstanding the intimation wdiicli I had so recently conveyed to your 
Lordship, that tlie stale of the County of Ti[iperavy was improved, at least tliat 
there had been oflatc fewer violations of the Public Peace, luward.s the laiier 
end of the month of November, ]\lr. William Bakfir, a gentleman of considei'able 
fortune, and of the higiicst character and rcspcctabiiily, w’as assassinated on his 
return home from the Special Sessions at (hisliel, wlierc he had been dis- 
chavgii^g his duty as a Alagistraic, The circumstances inuler wdiich this imirder 
was cornmitted, and which were proved in evidence on the trial of livo persons 
concerned in it, are strongly indicative of that depravity and sanguinary dis- 
position of which this County had presented so many lamentable proofs. It 
appeared that in the month of September a house in the neighbourhood of Mr. 
Baker’s residence had been attacked by an armed body of men, ami after con- 
siderable resistance on the part of the inlmbitants, had been burned. iUr. Baker 
had exerted himself with great activity and success in detecting and eommitting 
to prison the perpetrators of this outrage ; and in consequence of his exertions 
a conspiracy to murder him was formed in the early part of Novemlier. 'Lhc 
murder was commiued on the 2?th of November in the day time, by a party of 
live persons. It appeared that in consequence of an order wliicli had been 
issued (it has not been traceil from whom) several persons (many of them from 
considerable distances) assembled on that day and the evening preceding, upon 
the dilFcrcnt roads by which it was possible for Mr. Baker to return from'Casliel, 
and were stationed in small dctachmenls in dilferent houses and places of con- 
cealment, for tlie purpose of intercepting him j that I\Ir. Baker was watched the 
whole day by persons appointed for tlie purpose ; that his departure from Cashel 
was communicated by signals, anti that when the shots werelired which tleprivcd 
him of his life, a shout of triumph was raised l>y a number of people who had 
assemblctl in the neighbourhood, evidently to witness this barbarous murder. 

On the 2d of December T issued a Proclamation in Council, odering a reward 
of live Ihoiisand Pounds lor the discovery of tiic persons by whom the murder 
was comiijiticd. I shortly afterwards received an Address, signed by seventy- 
six Magistrates of the County of Tipperary, assendiied at a Special Sessions of 
the Peace on the 13th of December, expressing the strongest acknowledgments 
for the prompt administration of the pO'>ver.s conlided to the Kxcenlive Govern- 
ment, and assuring me, that notwithstanding tlie recent murder of Mr. Baker 
ami the manifest intcauiou of those concerned in it to iiiliinidate the ^Magistrates 
from the execution ol ihcir cluty, they wei’c determined to co-operatc with tlie 
Goveniment in endeavouring 10 maintain tranquillity, and not to relax their 
cxcitions irom the apprehension of personal danger. They concluded by prayim», 
tliai a Superintending Magisti’atc and Police Establishment might be placed in tire 
baiony in vvliich the murder ot i\lr, Baker had been perpetrated. 

I gave immediate cQbct to the wishes of the Alagistrates thus conveyed, and a 
Chief iMagistrate of Police, with fifty Constables, was placed in the barony of 

Clanwilliam. 
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CUmwilliiUu. On the 28th of December a waiTant was issued for a Special 
Coinmissinii lo be liclditi ilic Comity of Tiiipcrary. 

In order llmt I might not interrupt a connected account of the measures 
which i was coiniiCiled to a!lo[)t in the Cunntles of Tipperary and Limerick, 
I omitted to state, that in the nionlli of November, a Aiemorial, signed by several 
Magistrates of the King’s County, assembled at Clara on the 22d of November, 
was laid before me, representing that various acts of violence, viz. the robbery 
of arms, the iniliction of torture, the assembling in arms by night, and the 
administration of iinlawl'nl oaths, were committed in a small district of that 
County*, and praying that it might be declared in a stale of disturbance under 
the Insurrection Act. 



I had jircvionsly received a Tvlemorial from a numerous meeting of the IMa- 
gistrates of MT'stmcaili, assembled at Aloale on the 2d November, staling, that 
llie character of the disturbances whicli had so long prevailed m that county 
remained the same ; that they were of opinion, that the ordinary powers 
enlruslcd to the Alagislracy were totally inadequate to ensure security to the 
inhabiuint.s ; and iinanimonsly praying, that the provisions of the Insurrection 
Act might be put in force in two baronies of that county f without delay. 

llaviivf had convincing proofs, that in the districts pointed out by the Ma- 
gistrates of the King's County and AEcstmeath (and which arc contiguous 
di.stricts) a very turbulent disposition had long prevailed, many insumces having 
occurred (some of wiiich are enmmn'atcd in a former part of this Dispatch) iu 
which illegal oaths had been administerd, in which houses had been plundered 
of arms, and witnesses and others suspected of aiding the admiuistralion of 
infticc, had been murdered or most cruelly treated ; and having long witnessed 
'the unceasing, but ineflectual exertions, on the part of many of the Magistrates 
in the most disturbed parts of thofe counties, I determined to accede to their 
application, and with the advice of the Privy Council, subjected die contiguous 
•tlisiricts of the two counties to the operation of the insurrection Ad, by a 
Proclamation, which bears dale the 24th November. 

In the course of the present year, the Insurrection Act has not been enforced 
in any new instance. In the month of March, iu consequence of a Memorial 
from iwenty'scven Alagistralcs of the county of Louth, a Special Alagistrate 
with iii’ty Constables was appointed, for the purpose of assisting them to inain- 
.tain the Peace in four baronies ;j; of that County. 



Various acts of outrage were committed in these baronies about this period. 
In the course of one week, eleven houses in the neighbourhood of Dundalk 
were iiiunclcrcd of arms, liic house and offices ot a larmcr, wtio had piosecuted 
some persons by whom he had been robbed and nearly munlercd, were wilfully 
<^ct on lire and consumed. A party of armed persons, reported 10 be not less 
limn two hundred in number, attacked the house of another individual, and 
entered it after meeting with considerable, resistance; alter wouiuling very 
severely the owner and two other inhabitants of the house, tliev compelled liiui 
to deliver liis arms, and to take an oath that he would give up his larm. 



In the month of April in the present year, a similar Police Lstahlishment was 
also appointed in three baronies§ of tlie County of Clare, on_ a rcpresencalton 
received from twenty AJagistmies of that County. Eor a considerable lime [nisi, 
certain districts in thalcoiiniy bad been in an nnsetllcd state; but m the course 
of the preceding year I bad licen informed by the Alagisirales, that the examples 
made under the Insurrection Act in the Counties of lipperary and Lirricrick, 
had produced a very beneiicial cffiect in the County ot Um-e. In tlie mouths, 
liowcver, of Eebruary and Alarch of the present year, oftences of the same 
general character with those which I liave bclorc <lescribc<i, weic vciy ficqucnliy 
committed. Nightly meetings of large numbers ot llie lower orders took p ace ; 
in one district, in the course of the moiUli of iUarcb, seven houses wcie ^ItuHy

of the Privy Council, eiilbvced the provisions of cither ol those Acts o he 
legislature, rvhieh passed in the Session of .8.4. H ">11 tiPP^'E 
intS which I have entered, that the Insurrcclion Act has been oiiloiced in

I shall now state .to your Lordship, the general result of the measures wLich 
have been thus adopted for the preservation of the ' Public Peace, in aid of the 
ordinary operation of the Law ; and it gives me great satisfaction to be cmibled 
to assure- you, that tranquillity has been completely restored in some ot the 
districts which were the seat of disturbance ; and that in three ot those distnets 
in wliich the Insurrection Act was enforced in the course of last year, it 1 ms, in 
consequence of the improved state of them, ' been -.withdrawn since the com- 
mencement of the present year. 



In the month -of. February last, I received from the Alagistrates of the King’s 
County, a Memorial, expressing their acknowledgments for the additional powers 
which hkil been given to thein under the InsniTection Act, and for the judicious 
distribution of the military force p stating the good effect to the peace of the 
county which had resulted from those, measures, and giving their opinion, that 
the additional powers entrusted to them .might be safely-withdrawn. 



From the Magistrates of the (hty of Limerick, assembled at an. Extraordinary 
Sessions of the Peace on the 15th day of April last, a Memorial was transmitted, 
statin*’ iheir opinion, that the cireuiristanccs w'hich induced them to apply for 
the provisions of the ,')4th of the King to be put in force in .the County of the 
City of Limerick, no longer existed. 

I have also received a .IMemorial from the 'Magistrates- of the County of 
Westmeath, assembled at a Special Session of the Peace held last month, 
expressing tlie deep sense which they entertain of the benelit wliicb tlieir County 
has experienced from tlie measures, which had been adopted; attributing the 
tranquillity they now enjoy to the- successful operations of the provisions of the 
Insurrection A6t ; ami adding their w.ish, that the powers with which it invested 
them iiiiglit be withdrawn,. andt the ordinary course of law restored. 

I gave immediate effect, to their several applications, and the Proclamations 
enforcing the Insurrection Act in certain districts of the County of Westmeath, 
King’s County, and the County of the City of Limerick, have been severally 
revoked by the Privy Council. The only Counties therefore, in which that Act 
now remains in operation, arc the Counties of Tipperary and Limerick. 

Appendix, I have annexed to this Dispatch a Report of the Proceedings at the Special 
2- Commission held for the County and City of Limerick in the month of November 
1815, and in the County of Tipperary in the month of February i8i6; and a 
N°3. Return of Persons tried at the Special Session under the Insurrection Act, for 
offences against the provisions of that Act, -I have added also, a Statement of 
tlic Proceedings at the several Assizes in the years 1813, i8i4and 181, 5, and 
'Lent Assizes of the year 181b, so far as relates to committals and convictions 
.for criminal acts, connected with the disturbance of the Public Peace, ini-the 
fallowing Counties, Westmeath, Tipperary, Limerick, King’s County, Queen’s 
County, Longford, Louth, Clare, Roscommon and Waterford. 



Tire re 
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There may appear to your T.orrLIiip a irrcat disparity io some eases between 
iho mmibcr of committals anil the iimnbcr of convictions; and persons iinac- 
f|nainleil u'itli tlic internal state of this country, may infer tlial eoimnittak too 
frequently take place without snilicient evidence of guilt against the parties 
apprehended. No such conclusions, however, (I mean so far as relates to the 
genoral irractice of the Magistracy to commit suspected persons on slight and 
insnlVicicnt ground,) ought "to be drawn. The frequent instances which have 
come to iny knowledge, wherein |irosecutors and witnesses have been iiitiini- 
dated bv the menaces of the friends of the jiarties deposed against; the 
expcrioircc I have had of the danger to which they, and even their relations, are 
exposed; of the necessity which'in almost every case occui-s, that they should 
quit the ’place of their I'lirth and residence; of the odium which universally 
attaches to the name of an informer; compel me to consider the disproportion 
iielween the number of committals and convictions in many district.s, rather as a 
pi-oof of the disordered state of society, and of the impcdinients in the way 'of 
the administration of justice, than ns a proof of undue precipitancy on the part 
of the Maiiistracy, in committing on the sus|iicion ot ernninahty. I may be 
allowcil hero to tidd, that the danger attendant on the giving of information or 
evidence was so notorious, and so’ much impeded the conviction of the guilty at 
no remote period, that the Legislature found it necessary, with the view of 
dcterrinii from the murder of witnesses, and of pi'cventing the impunity of the 
parties a" ainst whom those witnesses hatl deposed, to enact, That if any person 
luivim' mven information upon oath of any ollence against the Laws, should 
be murdered, or forcibly carried away before the trial of the |)crson deposed 
against, such information on oath should be admitted as evidence on the liial. 

It has been necessary in the disturbed Counties (in most instances of persons 
having given information on oath, or intending to give evidence upon trial) on 
account of the serious danger to which such persons are exposed, to remove 
them to lilaces of security previous to the trials, and ultimately to provide lor 
their removal from their usual .abodes. In many cases the witnesses for the 
Crown have at their own request, been kept a considerable period previously 
to the trial ’in the gaol of the County, as affording them the best means ot 
rrotection- in other cases they have been protected m barracks, or brought to 
Dublin, where however, ■ occasionally, thov have not been safe from the hosuhty 
■ of the friends of the parlies apprehended. 

■I have not ti, ought it necessary to mention the numerous applications which 
have been and continue to be made, for military assistance m aid of the civil 
rower bv Ma-istrates and others. I never recommend the Commander of 
[be Forces to accede to those applications, without the strongest evidence of 
their necessity; ami in almost every case, the military o&cer m command of 
■'t rdistrict Iro n which the requisition proceeds, is directed to inquire personally 
nto ^ e grounds on which it is made. I ought no,, however, to oirnt to 
ention il.afa verv considerable military force is emplojed m giving assistance 
to riflicers of revenue in the suppression o Illicit Disullation, wh.cl. prevails 
w a m eat extent in several of the northern and western Counl.es of this king lorn 
to a „ieace the'llouse of Commons, made in the month o.f

TJMES SLATTERY was asked, What is the English of tiie word Slnmavesls?-^ 
^ A. I eaiinot tell. 

Q. You know it perfectly well. Is .it not the name of a parly in this country ? — A. It is. 

Q. By the Chief Baron. — What was the other party called ?— A. Caravals. 

Q. Has there not been a wicked mid malicious enmity subsisting between those who call 
themselves bhaiiavcsts and, Caiavats f — A. They are often quarrelling. 

Q. Do not you believe the Shanavests look arms by night f — A. I believe they did. 

Q. And the Caravals ? — T believe they did, 

Q. By virtue of your oath, has there not been a quarrel between Ihe Shanavests and 
Caravals \ — A. There was. 

Q. What is the cause of quarrel between these two parlies, the Shanavcsls and Caravals ? 
— A. T do not know. 

Q, What is the true reason r — K. Indeed I cannot tell. 

Q, Do you know a man of the name of Pancleen Gar ? — A. I do. 

Q. Tie is your uncle. Was not he the principal vinsleader and commander of the army 
of Shanavests f — A. Me is a poor old man, and not able to take command. 

•Q. By LordNorhnry. — What was the first cause of the quarrel? — A. It was the same 
foolish dispute about May-balls. 

Q. By the Chief Baron. — Which is the oldest party?. — A. The Caravals were going on 
for two years before the Slianavesls stirred. 

Q. Why were they called Caravals? — A. A man, of the name of Manly, was hanged. 
Me was prosecuted by the Shanavests, and ramleeii Gar said he would not leave, the place 
of execution till he saw. the Cravat about the fellow’s neck, and from tiiai. time.thcy were 
called Caravals. 

• Q. Tor 
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Q. For wl»it offence was Hiiniy lmng«U — A. Fur burning the house of a man who had 
taken land over his neiglihuiir’s head. 

Q. llanlv was the leader of the Caravatsf — A. Before he was hanged, his party was 
called (lie M»ijlc The Shanavests were called Paiidecn Gar's Farlij. 

Q. Why were they called ShaiiiivebLs ? — A. Because they wore old waislcoals, 



J^icholas Saxio 7 i,a witness, corroborated the evidence of James Slattery; bis evidence 
was e.xacllv siinilnv with that given by SlaUery. He gave precisely the same history of the 
first origin’of the parly of Ciiravals and Shanavests, and proved that, all those connected 
in their illegal associations, Imd no oilier object in taking up arms, tlian lo deieiul them- 
selves against the ullacks of each other. 

The Reverend John Iti/an, Priest, of Felhard, was examined, and said, That at the Fair 
he saw some of tlie Sliannvesls slriki' the CuraviUs. 

Q. Bi/ the Chit/ Buron.— \s it nuLorions in the parish, who are Shanavests, and who are 
Caravatsf — A. It is. 

Q. From a gentleman of ymir appearance and manners, I should wish to be informed 
what is the real cause of quarrel f— A. I never could find out the real cause. 

Q. Bi/ Lord Norimy/.— Do the I'ciuis of those insurgents prevent their intending Divine 
Service? A. No, my Lord, both Shanavests and Caraviils attend Divine Service indis- 

criminately. 

Q Bi/ the Solicitor General— Po yon consider those feuds, as they are culled, confined 
lo the lower orders f— A. I think they are. i am nut sure wlielher any respectable 
parishioner has joined them. 

Q Can YOU form any opinio'b whether any one party is more criminal than the other?-- 
A. I cannot. 'I'liey are equally erimiiml; but the taking of a>ms is confined exclusively to 
the two parlies concerned in those feuds. 

Note —It homver appeared, on several trials, that these parlies frequently laid aside their 
private animosUm, and were united in a general system oj outrage and opposition lo 
the Laws.
